- located at. Liang Kuang Hui Kuan (0357/1684/2585/7419), Shih Ching (4258/0064) 
Lane, Foochow. a 


2. On 8 May the Chinese Communist vessels CHUNG LT (0022/0448), CHIEN CH'ENG 
(1696/2052), YUNG LI (3057/0448), with two unidentified vessels, arrived 
in Heimen from Shanghai. On the morning of 9 May military supplies were 
unloaded from these vessels. By 17 May they had all returned to Shanghai 
except the CHUNG LI. 


3. On 14 May the Chinese. Communist gunboat CHING HAT (7231/3189) was anchored 
at Lohsingt'a (119-28, 25-59) after having been repaired and refitted with 
two 13 mm and two 25 mm guns at Mawei Shipyard. . 

he. Tn early May, ten gunboats ranging from 50 to 70 tons were stationed at 
Shibp'u (121-56, 29-15). ‘Two armed fishing boats were also stationed there 
and three other armed fishing boats made regular runs from Tinghai (122-06, 
30-03} to Shihp'u. The mission of these:armed boats is to protect the 
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boats fishing in the Ttant‘oushan (122-02, 29-10), Nanchiushan (122-12, 
29-26), and Tinghai areas. . 


In early May, Nankuench'iac (0589/7070/2890), east of Shihp'a, was designated 
as & naval zone and a restritted area. On 2 May, gunboats were. anchored 

at the Nankuanch'iao wharf. ‘Three of these gunboats were remodeled UNRRA 
fishing boats, each armed with two 25 mm guns and two 13 mm machine gung. 
The remsining three gunboats were each armed with étle-40"'mm. and one 25 mm gun 
and one .50 caliber machine. gun. 


At 1 p.m. on 8 dwme a submarine was observed about 5,000 yards southeast 
of P'ishan (121-30, 28-06), sailing north. 
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
